Saving piety is elevated in principle above the euthor- 
ity of prevailing opinions. It might doubtless be gafely 
assumed, that a religion which is from God, would in- 
volve principles of action much more fixed and invaria- 
ble than the opinions of erring and mutable man. And 
itis one obvious proof that our holy religion is one of 
divine original, that it furnishes motives to action of a 
uature constant, independent, and unvarying. The 
subjects of the proper efficacy of this religion, adopting 
in heart the great truths of Scripture as the canon of 
their sentiments and the grounds of their conduct, are 
lifted above the conflicting and unsettled opinions of 
the unbelieving world. Ir they feel, they do not yield 
to the power of such an influence. And it has power 
—*. power which more or less sways every one—a pow- 
er which has been impiously likened to the mighty en- 
ergy of that voice which brought the og ay universe 
into being. Yet they who dwell ‘‘ fast by the oracle 
of God,” and amid the pure regions of faith enjoy spir- 
itual contemplations, are not disturbed by it. They 
live in a sphere above it.

MR. JUDSON’S JOURNAL. 


I am just finishing the books of Isaiah and Genesis, 
having kept them along together, the one by way of 
refreshment after the toil of the other. I have done 
but little missionary work, except distributing tracts 
and superintending the native assistants. Butas Gen- 
esis, Psalms, Sulomon’s Song, Isaiah and Daniel, some 
of the most important books of the old Testament, are 
now just dove, | propose to change my course of labor, 

Moung En is settled with me, having brought his 
wife, Mee Nenyay from Maulmein, His department 
is to receive company atthe house. This wile assists 
her husband, and also teaches a small school of four 
children at present, two of them belonging to Moung 
San-loon, formerly of Maulmein, but now settled in 
Rangoon. Moung Sau-loon the 2d. (or Tsanloon, as 
1 will write his name in future, to distinguish it from 
the other) is becoming a valuable assistant. It is his 
business to go about the place, distribute tracts, and 
converse wherever he can get an opportunity; and 
he sometimes makes short excursions to the neighbor- 
ing villages. He frequently meets with very rough 
treatment, which, as far as I can learn, he bears well. 

{It has been my habit for several months past, to 
perambulate the streets every morning, about sun-rise, 
distributing tracts to those who ask. At first, I gave 
away fifteen or twenty aday. The average has now 
risen to seventy. We think, from inquiry and obser- 
vation, that very few are destroyed. They are in al- 
most every house, and are read in private. ‘Thearuth 
is unquestionably spreading. Were it not for the fear 
of government, I think the spread in this place would 
be rapid. There are a goed many hopeful inquirers, 
but when they arrive at acertain point, their visits be- 
come few and far between. They see the Rubicon 
before them and dare not pass. The number of such 
persons is continually increasing. This cannot last 
always. God will, I trust, make a bridge to facilitate 
their passage. 

I hear that Br. Wade has raised up a church of 
fourteen Karens, in the neighborhood of Maulmein, 
and that Br. Kineaid and Br. Jones have large and 
attentive assemblies from the army. Pour out, O

our States,—not only that innocent debtors may Be protected 
from abuse,—but that the dishonest, who embezzle the prop- 
erty of their creditors, may be punished, and exposed to 
merited contempt. In Maine, a law was passed in March, 
1831, to abolish imprisonment for debt, and to punish fraud- 
ulent debtors. Its provisions apply to all debts over five dol- 
lars. The creditor on obtaining execution, may call the 
debtor before two justices of the quorum, who may propose 
interrogatories ; and if it shall appear that the debtor has no 
property, except such as is by law exempt from taxation, and 
that he has not been guilty of fraudulent concealment, he 
may be immediately admitted to take the poor debtor's oath, 
provided the creditor did not appeal from the justices’ deci- 
sion. If the justices are not satisfied, the debtor may be 
committed to prison without the privilege of bail, till he sur- 
renders his property, or pays his debt. This law, if properly 
administered, may, it is thought, save from imprisonment an- 
Tn 1830, in only 
one county, there were 173 commitments to prison. 41 of 
these cases were for debts under $10, and 88 for debts under 
#20.

REPORT ON THE THIRD ARTICLE. 

In the House of Representatives, on Tuesday, Mr. Wurr- 
rumors, of Cambridge, from the Committee to whom had 
been referred the various petitions for an amendment of the 
Third Article of the Bill of Rights, reported the following as 
a substitute for said article :-— 

As the public worship of God, and the inculcation of piety 
religion, and morality, promote the happiness and prosperity 
of a people, and the security of a Republican Government, 
therefore, the several Religious Societies of this Common- 
wealth, whether corporate or unincorporate, shall now, and | 
at all times hereafter, bave the right, a tany meeting legally | 
warned and held for the purpose, to elect their Pastors, or | 
Religious Teachers, and contract with them for their support, 
to raise money for erecting and repairing Houses of Public 
Worship, for the maintenance of Religious Instruction, and | 
for other necessary expenses, by a tax on their members only. | 

And all persons, who now belong to any Religious Socie- 
ty, or who may hereafler voluntarily connect themselves 
therewith, shall be taken and held to be members, until they 
shall leave with the Clerk of such Society, a written notice 
of their wish to separate, afier which, they shall not be lia- 
ble for any expenses, which may occur, or fur any grants 
which may be made by said Society. 

And all religious sects and denominations, demeaning 
themselves peaceably, and as good citizens of the Common-

“My pear ,—The baptized Karens number | 
more than eighty at present, among whom are many young 
females, who it is desirable, should learn to read snd sew. _ 
Fifty were here last Sabbath, to attend the communion; | 
some of them came three days’ journey for the purpose.— | 
Twelve were baptized on Saturday afternoon. On Sabbath | 
evening we assembled at the school Zavat. There were | 
forty four Karen communicants, three Burmans. two Chinese, | 
two Americans, one English, one Tavoyer, and one Mus- 
sulman boy. I was reminded, as I looked around, of that | 
assembly mentioned Rey. vii: 10; but then, instead of the | 
breathless silence that pervaded this assembly, the song will 
be “ Salration!”’ 2 ; 
One instance has occurred where a young woman, her 
mother and grandmother have been baptized; another, of a 
woman and four children. Three years since, all those now 
in the church, worshipped their English prayer book, now | 
in the archives of the Baptist Mission in Boston. One of the 
men baptized the other day, was formerly a conjurer. Asa 
Feople, they are far from many of the vices that stain the 
urman character. We hope many—I1 say many, for a few 
will not suffice to give this multitude of perishing immortals 
the bread of life, will come and take their stand here. and dis- 
pense the word of God and the ordinances of the Gospel to 
all who will receive them.

Rev. Leonard Fletcher has lately become the pastor 
of this church, and has had the happiness since last Septem- 
ber, to baptize fifty-four. Mr. F. is a preacher of acceptable 
talents, and has been much blest. The good work seems 
increasing. We spent a Sabbath here, and although a violent 
storm occurred, and the people are much scattered, yet a 
large congregation assembled, and at the close of the public 
services an unsolicited collection was taken for Foreign Mis- 
sions, amounting to upwards of twenty-seven dollars. This 
is one of the most respectable and wealthy churches in our 
connexion. It has lately become pledged to The Baptist Gen- 
eral Tract Society for $100, provided a sufficient sum be rais- 
ed to liquidate its debts. T ey are tenacious of their ancient 
rites, and still practise the imposition of hands at the recep- 
tion of each individual, accompanied by a short prayer on ad- 
mission into the church after bei Leptined, The candi- 
date, during this ceremony, is kneeling, and it is performed 
before the whole co ion. Reminiscences relating te 
the churches in early days are frequently of an entertaining 
and useful character.

THE SCOTTISH PEASANTRY. 


The poet Hogg—* the Ettrick Shepherd”—gives, in the Ed- 
inburgh Quarterly Journal of Agriculture, the following ac- 
count of late changes in the circumstances and habits of the 
Scottish Peasantry : 

The diet of the menials and workmen is uniform- 
ly much better than it was when I went first to ser- 
vice, half'a century ago. ‘The tasks of jabour are not 
more severe, but better proportioned, and more regu- 
Jar, and in general less oppressive. But with regard 
to the intercourse between master and servant, there 
is a mighty change indeed, and to this I am disposed 

rincipally to attribute the manifest change in the 

uoyant spirit and gaiety of our peasantry. Former- 
ly every master sat at the head of his kitchen table, 
and shared the meal with hisservaimts. ‘The mistress, 
if there was one, did not sit down at all, but stood at 
the dresser behind, and assigned eaeh his portion, o1 
otherwise overlooked the board, and saw that every 
one got justice. ‘The master askeda blessing, and re- 
turned thanks. There was no badinage or idle lan- 
guage in the farmer's hall in those days, but all was 
decency and orde.r Every night the master perform. 
ed family worship, at which every member of the 
family was bound to be present, and every Sabbath 
morning at least; and the oldest male servant iu his 
absence took that dutyon him. The consequence of 
all this familiarity and exchange of kind offices was, 
that every individual family formed a little communi- 


ty of its own,in which each member was couscious ot 
bearing an important part. And then the constant 
presence of the master and mistress preventing ali 


ebullitions of untimely merriment, when the hours of 


relaxution came, then the smothered glee burst out 
with a luxury of joy and animation, of which we may 
now look in vain for a single specimen. 

But ever since the rumous war prices made every 
farmer for the time a fiue gentleman, how the relative 
situations of master and servant are changed! Betore 
that time every farmer was first up in the morning, 
conversed with all jis servants familiarly, and consult 
ed what was best to be done for the day. Now, the 
foreman, or chief shepherd, waits on his master, and, 





acter of'a brother, with a heart tremblingly alive to all 
the tender sympathies appertaining to this relation. 

He was a faithful preacher. He not only declared 
the whole counsel of God, but he did it in a manner 
the most clear and discriminating. His sermons were 
searching beyond description. O, how did he unmask

seeking rest and finding none.”’ Christians, too, un-

* Faithful are the wounds of a triend.”—Though he 
dwelt much on the claims of God and the Redeemer, 
he did not withhold the exhibition of divine mercy. 
Free grace, redeeming love, sounded from his lips in 
the melting accents of one whose heart had felt its sub- 
duing peace-giving, and constraining power. 

His fidelity to his brethren in oilice was no less 
marked. His searching questions and reproofs some- 
times caused temporary uneasiness—we speak trom 
experience—but in the end made him more beloved. 
‘« Let the righteous smite me, it shall bea pleasant oil.” 
It was with him not caprice nor arogance, not a censo- 
rious temper but the result of priaciple—a deep con- 
viction of what Christians and ministers owe to each 
other, and are bound by the laws of Christ to perform. 
His stability, and uncomprising mlegrily, were usre- 
markable as any qualities which he exhibited; and 
never, perhaps, has a day risen upon the church of 
Christ, when these traits in the character of his ambas- 
sadors were more desirable.

The’ greater 
number of the married shepherds are, however, an 
exception to this. Every one of these having a share 
of the stock of which he las the charge, feels as 
much interested as his master, and is mostly a perma- 
nent possessor. These shepherds form a very intelli- 
gent and superior class of the community. But the 
truth is, that for the most part, farmn-servants still sus- 
tain a good name fur sobriety and probity. They feel 
that they must do so, and that the existence of them- 
selves and families depends on it. It is from 
families of a sort of half independent class, such as 
feuars, that the moral quiet of the country is disturbed.
